There Is. for 
example, a very pix-sriiuj? question of 
trade and shipping involved in this 
great problem of national adequacy. 
It is necessary for many weighty rea- 
sons of national efficiency and devel- 
opment that we should have a great 
merchant marine. The great merchant 
fleet we once used to make us rich. 
that great body of sturdy sailors who 
used to carry our flag into every sea, 
and who were the pride and often the 
bulwark of the nation, we have almost 
driven out of existence by inexcusable 
neglect and indifference and by a hope- 
lessiy blind and provincial policy of 
so called economic protection. It is 
high time we repaired our mistake and 
resumed our commercial independence 
on the seas. 


TTith a view to meeting these press- 


ing necessities of our commerce anc 
availing ourselves at the earliest possi- 
ble moment of the present unparalleled 
opportunity of linking the two Ameri- 
cas together in bonds of mutual inter- 
est and service, an opportunity which 
may never return again if we miss it 
now, 
proposals will be made to the 


present congress for the purchase 01 
construction of ships to be owned ana 
directed by the government similar tc 
those made to the last congress, but 
modified in some essential particulars. 
I recommend these proposals to you 
for your prompt acceptance wiih the 
more confidence because every month 
that has elapsed since the former pro- 
posals were made has made the ne- 
cessity for such action more and more! 
manifestly imperative. That need was! 
then foreseen. 
It is now acutely fell 


and everywhere realized by those foi 
whom trade is waiting, but who can 
find no conveyance for their goods. J 
am not so much interested in the par- 
ticulars 01 ;he program as I am in 
taking Imn-oalaie advantage of the 
great opportunity which awaits us ii 
we will but act in this emergency. In 
this matter, ad in all others, a spirit ol 
common counsel should prevail, and 
out of it should come an eariy solu- 
tion of this pressing problem.

The president recommends the early 


adoption of bills for the alteration and 
reform of the government of the Phil- 
ippines and for rendering fuller polit- 
ical justice tfr the people of Porto Rico, 
which were submitted to the Sixty- 
third congress.

TVhat is more important is that the 


industries and resources of the country 
should be available and ready for 
mobilization. It is the more impera- 
tively necessary, therefore, that we 
shouid promptly devise means for do- 
ing what we have not yet done—that 
we should give intelligent federal aid 
and stimulation to industrial and voca- 
tional education, as we have long done 
in the large field of our agricultural 
industry: that at the same time that 
we safeguard ana conserve tbe natural 
resources o:' the country we shouid 
put them at the disposal of those who 
win use them promptly and intelli- 
gently, as was sought, to be done in 
the admirable bills submitted to the 
last congress from its committees on 
the public junds. bills which I earnest- 
ly recommend in principle to your con- 
sideration: that we shouid put into 
early operation some provision for 
rural credits which will add to the ex- 
tensive borro.wing facilities 
already 


afforded the farmer by the reserve 
bank act adequate instrumentalities 
by which long credits may be obtained 
on land mortgages and that we should 
study more carefully than they have 
hitherto been studied, the right adapta- 
tion of our economic arrangements to 
changing coufiitions- 


llnny conditions about which we 


have repeatedly legislated are beinsr 
altered from decade to decade. It is 
evident, ur.cier our very eyes and are 
likely to change even more rapidly 
and more radically in the days imme- 
diately ahead of ns when peace has 
returned to the world and the nation? 
of Europe once more take up their 
tasks of commerce and industry with 
the energy of those who tnttst Destir 
themselves to build anew.

In tlie meantime may I make this 


suggestion? The traiisportation prob- 
lem is an exceeclmgly serious and 
pressing one in this country. There 
has from time to time of iate been rea- 
son to fear that our railroaus would 
not much longer be able to cone "with 
it successfully, as at present cuuipped 
and co-ordinated. I suggest that it 
would be wise to orovicle for a com- 
mission of inquiry to asecrui::1. by a 
thorough canvass of the vrhole ques- 
tion whether our laws as at presear. 
framed and. administered are as serv- 
iceable as they might be in the solu- 
tion of the problem. It is obviously 
a problem that lies at the very foun- 
dation of our efaciency as a people.

last bad tbe privilege of addressing 
you on tbe state of tbe Union tbe war 
of nations on tbe other side of tbe sea, 
which bad then only begun to disclose 
its portentous proportions, has extend- 
ed its threatening and sinister scope j 
until it bas swept within its flame j 
some portion of eveiT quarter of the 
globe, not excepting our own beini-

most effectually secured against the 
danger of maladministration, and that 
when any government shall be found 
inadequate or contrary to .these pur- 
poses a majority of tbe community 
hath an indubitable, inalienable and 
indefeasible right to reform, alter or 
abolish it in such manner as shall be 
judged most conducive to the public- 
weal." 
TVe have unhesitatingly ap- 


plied that heroic principle to tbe case 
of Mexico and now hopefully await 
the rebirth of the troubled republic, 
which bad so much of which to purge 
itself and so little sympathy from" any 
outside quarter in tbe radical but nec- 
essary process.

Wood and Water. 


All wood contains more or less 'Wa- 


ter. 
Even the driest wood known con* 


tains *two or three pounds of water 
to every hundred pounds of weight 
Absolutely dry wood is unknown, for 
the heat needed to obtain it would dis- 
solve the wood and convert it into gas 
and charcoal. An eminent Swiss au- 
thority on the characteristics of wooo1- 
believes that a sufficiently powerful 
and perfect microscope, could it be 
made, would show that the ultimats- 
wood cell is composed of crystals like 
grains of sugar or salt and that tnia 
films of water hold The crystals apart, 
yet bind them into a mass. A goool 
microscope shows the wood cell and. 
reveals its spiral bandages and its 
openings and cavities, but no instru- 
ment yet made reveals the ultimate 
crystals That, as many believe, do ex- 
ist, and that wonlcl explain why water 
cannot be expelled from wood without 
destroving the wood itself.
